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FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT

TO HIS EXCELLENCY, FORREST ANDERSON, 
GOVERNOR OF MONTANA: 


The Montana Horse Racing Commission respectfully wishes to transmit the 
following account of its! stewarship for the calendar year, January 1, 1969 
through December 31, 1969, in accordance with section 62-50), Chapter 196, 
Laws of Montana 1965, 


The 1969 Racing Season was comprised of sixty-four (6h) racing days and 
resulted in a total mutuel handle of $1,48),762.00, representing an in- 
crease of 1.6% over the year 1968. The following racing dates were 
granted and track licenses issued by the Commission for the 1969 Racing 
Season:

Sidney had a Mon—Dak Old Fashioned Fourth of July celebration with a two day 
race meet under the supervision of the Montana Horse Racing Commission and 
revorted a very successful meet. They have again applied for the two days 
for 1970, 


A total of 1347 licenses were issued to persons connected with racing, 16 
track licenses and 3 stable names were registered, yieldirg a total of 
$6,010.00. Before such persons were issued a license, they were thoroughly 
screened. Eight persons were fined for violation of the law or rules and 
regulations and two persons were denied a license due to undesirable 
character and one apprentice jockey was denied a license due to underage,

A total of 232 races for forty-five per cent of all races in 1969 were won 
by Montana bred horses, resulting in payment of $3,526.00 to the breeders 
of such horses, 


During the past year racing passed through several turbulent periods. New 
appointments were made in January and February. It was at this time that the 
House and Senate passed resolutions instructing the Racing Commission to more 
g effectively enforce the rule and regulations and comply with the law. The 
Racing Commission has diligently attempted to earry out those instructions. 


Security: 

The Commission has encouraged forceful and honest control of racing for the 
protection of the public. Licenses have been denied and the privilege to 
attend race meetings have been denied to those individuals, who, by their 
past conduct, pose a continuing threat to the integrity of racing. Local 
law enforcement officials have been helpful and will hopefully continue to 
take an active part in protecting the honesty of horse racing and pari- 
mutuel wagering. 


Equipment : 

The Commission encountered serious problems involving the mechanical reliability 
and accuracy of some totalizator equipment as well as substantial inaccuracy 

in pay-off calculations, posted odds, and past performance charts, The 
Commission feels it is necessary to establish more effective rules to control 
pari-mutuel operations and past performance charts, 


Drugs: 

There were 32 positive polyethylene glycol tests in 1969, This being an 

fnusually high number, the Commission utilized consent searches, polygraph 

tests and formal hearings to investigate the various cases. We believe this 

procedure to be the fairest and most effective method available. Polyethylene 

glycol is not a stinnlant, depressant cr analgesic and is questionably a 
masking agent. Polyethylene glycol is a mixing and preservative agent and 

r is used in numerous feeds. The rules may need to be changed to cope with 

this problem, 
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We are in our formative period in racing in Montana, We are at about the 
same point here as was the eastern United States at the time of the formation 
ef the N.A.S.R.C. Prior to the N.A.S.R.C. racing was conducted loosely and 
without much restraint; there was no means of commnicating rulings between 
the different states. Penalties could not be imposed on those whose conduct 
was detrimental to the racing and the public. Offenders could move from one 
state to another without penalties applying. 


The Commission is doing its utmost to keep racing honest and to improve 
conditions for the people who breed and race horses, the people who sponsor 
and manage race meets and the public who attends race meets. 


The National Association of State Racing Commissioners has been invaluable 
to the Montana Racing Commission. With their help it has been possible to 
maintain uniform enforcement. They also provide information on the latest 
in medications and the methods of testing for them. The N.A.S.R.C. keeps 

a complete record of the violations in the United States, Canada and Mexico, 
and the Commission is notified weekly of any infractions of the rules. They 
also make available to us the names of qualified stewards and officials that 
are available, 


We present herewith for your examination the Annual Pari-Mutuel Report, 
Statement of Financial Position, Results of Financial Operations, and 
Cash Summary for the calendar year ended December 31, 1969. Also en-= 
closed is a comparative statistics report for the years 1966 through 1969. 


The Commission acknowledges with gratitude the assistance and cooperation 

of the Attorney General, the State Auditor, the State Treasurer, the Montana 
Veterinary Medical Association, the Livestock Sanitary Board, the Livestock 
Commission and other Public Officials, as well as various Racing Persons, 
the Press and the Public. This continued fine cooperation has lightened 

our task a great deal in our endeavor to conduct good racing in the State 

of Montana and for the People of Montana. 


It is with extreme pleasure that we, the members of the Commission, extend 
our most sincere thanks and appreciation to His Excellency Governor Forrest 
Anderson for his kind and patient cooperation and help.
